ThEY 
BELIEVED THAT NeGROES, AS A RACE, SHOULD DO SOMETHING ON THEIR OWN INITIATIVE, 
TO SUPPLEMENT THE GENEROUS BENEVOLENCE OF WHITE FRIENDS. ThEY WERE CONFIDENT 
THAT SUCH AN ENTERPRISE COULD BE MADE TO SUCCEED WITH THE COOPERATION AND 
LOYALTY OF CHRISTIAN NeGROES GUIDED BY UNSWERVING FAITH IN THEMSELVES AND IN 

THEIR God. 

Dr. Joseph Charles Price was commissioned by the bishops of the AML Zion 

CHURCH TO preside OVER THE INSTITUTION. ThE TOWN OF SALISBURY GAVE THE TRUSTEES 
A GENEROUS DONATION OF $1,000 AND AN INVITATION TO RELOCATE TO SALISBURY. 

Both were accepted and the institution reopened in 1882. The site of the new
